Pursuant to regulation 32 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations 1994 the film 
poster entitled: 

9 to Sex/ Sex Service 

is Not Approved. 


if approval refused, the reasons for the decision: 

The video mailing box consists of explicit depictions of sexual activity between women and men. 
Images of vaginal intercourse and fellatio include a disembodied penis being fellated, and a close- 
up of genitals during vaginal intercourse. The close focus and the fine quality of reproduction 
means the imagery is very graphic. The images degrade and dehumanise the participants 
because the focus of the mailing box reduces the men and women to sexual body parts. If the 
video mailing box were classified under s23 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification 
Act 1993 (the FVPC Act), it is likely to be found objectionable under s3(3) criteria. The New 
Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 has been taken into account and is overridden by the FVPC Act in 
this instance, due to the likelihood, on giving weight to s3(3) of the FVPC Act, that the availability 
of the publication would be injurious to the public good. The mailing box is therefore not approved.
